Hospital Deserves Support of All 


Probably no town in the country has 
a gayer, more carefree atmosphere than 
Palm Springs. Blessed with a cheerful 
climate and inspirational mountain vis­ 
tas it helps people who come here to 
forget their cares and troubles: it gives 
people new hope and vigor to meet 
life’s problems. To live or vacation here 
is good medicine for almost anyone. 
What Palm Springs is doing for 
grown-ups—and in somewhat the same 
way—Angel- View Crippled Children's 
Hospital is doing for physically handi­ 
capped tots to teens. 
Located only a 
few miles across the valley in Desert 
Hot Springs, this free clinic is mending 
the bodies of crippled children and giv­ 
ing them new hope that some day they 
can walk and live like the others they 
see all about them. 
Grown-ups can usually regain their 
health with proper care and treatment 
at almost any stage of life. But for chii- 
dren who have been crippled by polio, 
gpastic paralysis or other illnesses, 
treatment must begin promptly. If ne­ 
glected for many years all hope of re­ 
covery may be lost. That Is why lack 
of funds for the treatment of a crippled 
child is so tragic: why a free clinic like 
Angel View is needed so badly. Because 
of its health-giving climate and the 
therapeutic value of Its hot mineral 
waters, the clinic is ideally located. 
Founded about four years ago by a 
small group of Desert Hot Springs res­ 
idents who saw the need and opportun­ 
ity, Angel View Clinic started the hard 
way. There was no substantial grant of 
any kind, just a vision and hope that 
others would see the need as they had. 
When the doors of the first modest 
room were opened and parents began 
bringing in their little children, there 
was no longer doubt in the minds of the 
founders: Angel View simply must be 
sustained. 
Carefree Palm Springs also has a big 
heart. P.esidents have been taking an 
increasing interest in Angel View Crip­ 
pled Children's Foundation. A group of 
women here have formed a Palm Springs

Many other indi­ 
viduals and organizations have contri­ 
buted funds for needed equipment and 
maintenance. 
An 
out-patient 
clinic 
building which also houses a hot water 
pool specially designed for exercising 
little arms and legs, was completed a 
year ago. Since establishment, opera­ 
tion of the clinic has been directed by 
Dr. Robert Bingham, orthopedic sur­ 
geon of Riverside, who recognized the 
unique combination of warm, dry air 
and natural hot water at the Desert Hot 
Springs location. 
The work of rebuilding little bodies 
is still greatly limited, however, be­ 
cause the clinic can care for out-patient 
patients only. 
The need for a 30-bed 
hospital has been clearly demonstrated 
and a small start of $20,000 toward the 
estimated 5750,000 cost has been set 
aside. Even when the money for a hos­ 
pital has been raised, it could not be 
built until an endowment for its opera­ 
tion was provided. 
So there is much, 
much yet to be done. 
The groups in 
Desert Hot Springs, Palm Springs and 
others in Southern California have set 
a fine example for organizations in oth­ 
er communities. One visit to the clinic 
will convince them that here is a cause 
where the need can be dramatically 
demonstrated. 
Individuals, 
too, can 
share in the joy of seeing a crippled 
child taught to walk and draw and play 
like normal tots. 
A dormitory that w-ould provide for 
ten patients who need constant care 
would be a great help. It w-ould be an 
everlasting credit to some organization 
or individual that provided it. Those 
who see the need hope it will not be 
long for many crippled children are los­ 
ing precious months and years. 
From a window of the clinic the "An­ 
gel of San Jacinto” — formed by the 
crevices of the mountain—is clearly vis­ 
ible. It inspired the name of the found­ 
ation and some day will preside over 
a magnificent crippled children's hospi­ 
tal.

Board Adopts Preliminary Budget 


H ie prelim inary budget for t h e 
fiscal year of 1959-60 which com­ 
mences July 1 was adopted by 
the Board of Supervisors this week 
with a total of $33,678,458. show­ 
ing a cut of only $530,504 from the 
original total of $34,208,962 
The m ajor cut was made in the 
accumulative capital outlay fund 
when on a motion by Supervisor 
George 
Berkey 
an 
amount 
of 
*600.000 was taken from the out­ 
lay budget. Excluding

previously m ade in the sam e bud-

ACTION ON CONTROVERSIAL 
DOG CONTROL LAW DELAYED 


F acéd with considerable opposi­ 
tion this week to the requirem ent 
in the proposed dog control 
or­ 
dinance th at dogs be innoculated 
against rabies, and with pleas for 
a requirem ent that dogs 
be on 
leash or in a fenced yard, the 
Board of Supervisors delayed ac­ 
tion setting June 15 at 10 a.m. 
as túne for further consideration 
ot the m easure. 
Those favoring the leash or fenc­ 
ing requirem ent 
said putting 
a 
license tag on a dog s collar and 
Jetting him run loose doesn't solve 
the nuisance created by the neigh­ 
bor's dog who digs holes in one's 
lawn, and doesn't prevent an in­ 
crease in dog population. 


OTHERS WERE IN favor of the 
licensing requirem ent with a pro­ 
vision excluding dogs on leash or 
fenced in from the rabies innocula- 
tion requirem ent. 
Several said the three-day hold­ 
ing period is much too short a 
tim e to allow 
for 
reaching 
the 
dog s owner or for finding a home 
for an unclaimed dog. 
Supervisor William J o n e s de­ 
clared. “ I'm against the require­ 
m ent for rabaes innoculation 
In 
case of need such a requirem ent 
could be ordered at any tim e. I 
also do not favor application of 
the licensing requirement in areas 
where enforcement is not practi­ 
cal." 


SUPERVISOR FRED McCall ex 
pressed surprise that the ordin­ 
ance calls for county-wide regula­ 
tion. He said he understood the 
board's instructions to C o u n t y 
Counsel Ray T. Sullivan w ere for 
an ordinance for the eastern end 
of the county only. "F arm ers in 
m y area are bitterly opposed to 
the ordinance,” he declared. 
Sullivan explained that he had 
tried to find a basis whereby cer­ 
tain areas in the county could be 
classified and others eliminated. 
" I could find no basis." he said, 
"to distinguish one part of t h e 
county from another or for elim­ 
ination of any part of the county." 


SUPERVISOR GEORGE Berkey 
com m ented that he believes farm ­ 
ers would 
strongly object 
to a 
leash law. He indicated that he 
favors compulsory rabies mnocul- 
lation. 
“ I’m not saving I’m in favor of 
m leash law ," declared Supervisor 
McCall, "but if we re going 
to 
have a dog control law I believe 
the leash law would be bes* 
Li­ 
censing of dogs would do little to 
control production.” 
Neither Supervisor Curtis Cham­ 
berlain nor Supervisor P a "’ An­ 
derson 
expressed 
any 
definite 
opinions. 


DR. EVERETT M. Stone, coun­ 
ty health officer, said he sym pa­ 
thises with the 'arm ers but would 
like to see a license law with the 
compulsory rabies innoculation re­ 
quirem ent incorporated in it. He 
suggested 
numerous changes in 
the proposed ordinance. He adm it­ 
ted that cases of human rabies 
are "very lim ited." and said there 
have been no rabid animals, eith­ 
er domestic or wild, in this county 
for some ten years. 
"We in this county have been 
free of it since San Bernardino 
County 
adopted 
its 
compulsory 
rabies law.” be said. "The pre­ 
ceding cases were all traced to 
packs of dogs coming down the 
Santa Ana river bed from 
San 
Bernardino County." 


AS TO A BOV IN Palo Verde 
Valley bitten recently by a bat. 
Dr. S:one said there w as a tenta­ 
tive diagnosis of rabies on which 
confirmation 
or 
correction 
is 
awaited from the state health de­ 
partment. 
Should 
the 
tentative 
diagnosis be confirmed- he said 
there is a possibility that the state 
health code for providing a " ra ­ 
bies area" might be invoked 
Wp said that so far the action 
has been to make the entire coun­ 
ty in which such a case occurs, 
rather than just 
the 
immediate 
location, a rabies area. 
As to the bat bite suPered by 
the boy. Dr. Stone said there are 
thousands of bats along cliffs of 
the hills in Falo Verde Valley. 
"It seem s to me we s h o u l d 
eliminate the bats — have an ex­ 
termination p r o g r a m 
once a 
year," commented M arie Dvrs- 
mid. She said she is opposed to 
compulsory innocülation of dogs. 


MRS. AILEEN. Stephens, execu 
tive secretary of the Desert Hu­ 
mane Society of the Coachella Val­ 
iev. speaking for the organization, 
said dogs are dumped in the des­ 
ert area by the hundreds and con­ 
trol is necessary. She said the 200- 
member organization is strongly 
opposed to the three-day holding 
period as too short a tim e and is 
opposed 
to 
compulsory 
rabies 
shots for all dogs. 
"If dogs don't run loose there 
is no need for the rabies shots.” 
said Mrs. Stephens. "Older dogs 


and house pets should be elim inat­ 
ed from the innoculation require­ 
ment. We favor a leash or fenced- 
yard law.” 


OTHER TYPICAL comments in­ 
cluded the following: 
Arthur Baer of Sunnymead, a 
m ember of the Southern Califor­ 
nia Airdale Association and own­ 
er of two show dogs. "One of my 
dogs was innoculated a year ago 
and as a result is crippled and so 
nervous he can t be put in dog 
shows. I'm against the rabies in­ 
noculation requirement. 
I've al­ 
ways believed people who own 
dogs should fence them in.” 
Dr. Alan Wittnauer of H i g h- 
grove, retired dentist. 
"I'm 
op­ 
posed 
to rabies 
innoculation. 
1 
have a 13-year-old dog. Six years 
ago he was given a rabies shot 
from which he has never recover­ 
ed. He 
immediately 
suffered 
a 
large swelling requiring several 
lancmgs and the 
third day 
his 
rear legs were paralyzed. He ii 
still crippled. Veterinarians t e l l 
me there are many such cases. I 
believe the license fee is o.k. and 
pick-up of non-licensed dogs would 
deplete the dog population. 
Dr» Stone suggested that the li­ 
cense 
fee should be 
twice 
as 
much 
for female dogs 
as 
for 
males or spayed females. The fee 
proposed in the ordinance is $3 per 
year for every dog four months 
of age or older, regardless of sex.
